A t the January 15 th 
press conference, 
Mayor Adrian Fenty 
announced the introduc¬ 
tion of legislation to enable 
the Districts $200,000,000 
public financing and a land 
disposition to a develop¬ 
ment team led by PN Hoff¬ 
man and Struever Broth¬ 
ers, Eccles & Rouse. The 
Hoffman-Struever Team will 
lead the transformation of

the 23-acre site into a 1.1 
Billion world-class waterfront destina¬ 
tion that will reconnect the District to 
the waterfront and attract local, regional, 
and international visitors. The 2 million 
square foot project will be an anchor to 
the revitalization of the M Street corri¬ 
dor connecting SE and SW Washington. 
Construction will begin in 2010. 

Hoffman-Streuvers plan aims to pro¬ 
duce an active, urban riverfront and park 
system, showcase distinctive cultural des¬ 
tinations, and build upon the existing, 
strong waterfront community. This was 
a press conference where the mayor, the 
developers, and council member Tommy 
Wells spoke. He talked about the under¬ 
utilization of the Waterfront and the 
importance of the project both locally, 
nationally and internationally 

“Over the past two years weVe studied 
waterfronts all over the world, reached 


out and forged working relationships and 
agreements with existing leaseholders, and 
conducted over 100 meetings with regula¬ 
tory agencies and surrounding stake hold¬ 
ers,” said Monty Hoffman, CEO of PN 
Hoffman. “This is just the beginning of 
the process to create a world class 5 water¬ 
front. We will continue to work with the 
mayors office on making a waterfront 
that draws visitors from everywhere, but 
our first commitment is to the people 
of Washington, DC. The Potomac River 
is our greatest natural resource and first 
and foremost, this project will reconnect 
Washington with its waterfront. We look 
forward to working with the City Council 
to achieve passage of the Mayors legisla¬ 
tive proposal so that District residents can 
see a shovel in the ground by 2010.” 

As someone who has lived in Southwest 
for almost 40 years, I felt a bit of skepti¬ 
cism when I arrived at the press confer¬ 


ence. I had heard previous 
proposals for a “New and 
Exciting Waterfront” Was this 
going to be “deja vu ? Talk 
of a Waterfront Renovation 
has been heard ever since the 
Urban Land Institute, ULI, 
released a study of the future 
of SW in March of 1999. 

After attending the press 
conference, I feel that the 
waterfront revitalization is a 
reality and that Monty Hoff¬ 
man is just the man to see 
this construction through to 
completion. Tommy Wells 
spoke about the underutilization of the 
Waterfront and the importance of the 
project both locally, nationally and inter¬ 
nationally.

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SW Community House

T he Southwest Community House 
(SWCH), which has been a social 
service organization serving the 
residents of the near SW for about 100 
years, has been closed for over two years 
(although volunteers were providing some 
services at times). The community has not 
been given any explanation until now as to 
why this action occurred. Mr. Alvin Hud¬ 
gens, Board of Directors President and also 
part-time Interim Executive Director of the 
SWCH, wishes to rectify this lack of com¬ 
munication. 

The SWCH, located since the mid- 
1970s at 156 Q Street, SW, has been fund¬ 
ed for many years primarily by the United 
Planning Organization (UPO). Effective 



in October, 2005, UPO ceased funding 
SWCH, thus necessitating the lay-off of all 
employees (there were 5 FT & 2 PT). Altho 
The Southwester has seen no documenta¬ 
tion that clearly explains UPOs actions, 
it is understood that SWCH had not pro¬ 
vided much requested documentation of its 
financial situation, including recent annual 
audits, and various statistical & program¬ 
matic reports that are required by UPO. 

When UPO took this action, Mr. Hud¬ 
gens became aware of many, many problems 
that the Executive Director, David Brewer, 
had not communicated to the Board of 
Directors. Mr. Brewer, who had been ED 
for about 7 years, resigned in October, 2005. 
Mr. Hudgens discovered many unpaid bills 
that totaled thousands of dollars. Note: 
SWCH operated on annual revenues of 
about $ 185-200,000. 

After many months of trying to deal with 
the various problems, the Board of Directors 
in June, 2006 voted to sell the property the 
corporation owned, since this was the only 
asset available to the corporation. The plan 
was to use the funds generated by the sale to 
pay off all outstanding debts, then purchase 
a smaller property in the 1500 block of Sec¬ 
ond Street, SW so that the SWCH could 
resume operations. 

So in July, 2006, the SWCH prop¬ 
erty was sold to R&R Entertainment, LLC 
for $575,000. The Southwester understands 


that the seller agreed to a “Seller Take Back 
Note” for $ 483,000, so at the time of the 
sale the SWCH received only $ 92,000 in 
cash. Mr. Hudgens states that he has very 
detailed documentation to account for the 
actual cash payment made by the seller to 


SWCH. 

After October, 2005 UPO engaged the 
accounting firm of Gardiner Kamya & 
Associates to perform a full-scope audit of 
the SWCH books. UPO and Mr. Hudgens 
Continued on Page 6

Built in 1784 
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Randall Project Gets Final OK 


T he DC Zoning Commission has 
approved the plan to convert Ran¬ 
dall School property into an apart¬ 
ment house developed by Monument Real¬ 
ty and the art school run by the Corcoran 
Gallery. On January 14, on an application 
by Monument Realty and the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, the DC Zoning Commis¬ 
sion gave final approval to a Planned Unit 
Development (PUD) for renovation of the 
Randall Junior High School, 65 I St., SW 
By Fall 2011, the Corcoran expects to 
move much of its College of Art + Design 
into the three original Randall buildings 
on I Street. Monument will replace the 


less-historic Randall buildings on H Street 
with a new 10-story 480-unit apartment 
building. 

Corcoran director Paul Greenhalgh calls 
the Randall project a “unique combination 
of the historic and the state-of-the-art” that 
will help the Corcoran College become 
“the art school of the future.” For Corc¬ 
oran Special Projects director Jocelyn File, 
the Randall project presents a “wonderful 
opportunity to expand our educational pro¬ 
grams and community outreach.”
